Village still looking for companies interested in mine 
City Council seeking development proposals for 119-acre site

The city of Madison will try 
for a third time to interest 
companies in sand and gravel 
mining on its property near 
the Milam Landfill.

Dat Tuesday’s meeting, the 


Council approved seeking pro- 
posals for a mining operation 

on its “North Barrow” proper- 
ty.” 

The city sought develop- 
ment proposals on the 119-acre 
property twice last year. If 
successful, the city ‘would be 
paid a royalty on materials 
mined from the property. 

In March, consultant Glenn 
O’Bryan obtained approval to 
do test dredging on the proper- 
ty, located north of the land- 


fill. 

O’Bryan said Tuesday that 
despite the failure of a compa- 
ny to offer a proposal, eventu- 
ally it will become a viable 
project. 

“My belief is that someday 
this is going to make sense to 
somebody,” he said. 

He said the two major fac- 
tors were initial capital invest- 
ment and transportation costs. 

“It’s right in the center of 
all sorts of things,” he said. 


He cited planned road 
improvements and the pro- 
posed new bridge over the 
Mississippi River as projects 
that would need sand and 
gravel. He also said Gov. 
George Ryan’s Illinois First 
program would also boost the 
potential market in the area. 

The Council also approved 
suspending O’Bryan’s consul- 
tant agreement to allow him to

People have right to privacy

Did our forefathers not say in the U.S. Constitution that peo- 
ple are entitled to life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness? 
Also, did our forefathers not place rules within the Constitution, 
known as Amendments, to protect the right of the people? 

The Fourth Amendment is one of those rules, stating that 
the people have the right to be secure in their person, houses, 
belongings or papers against unreasonable searches or 
seizures, and that no one can violate the right that no warrants 
will be issued but upon probable cause (proof of a violation of 
the law), supported by oath or affirmation, that shall particu- 
larly describe the place, the persons, the things to be seized or 
searched 

The Fourth Amendment became part of the original Bill of 
Rights to stop Writs of Assistance (general warrants), because 
our forefathers believed that a person’s right to privacy was 
important. The Fourth Amendment has no gray areas that say 
business can establish Writs of Assistance (drug testing). Also, 
it does not say that society has the power to impose Mala Pro- 
hibita laws (nonpermissible rules imposed by society to regu- 
late particular types of behavior). 

Now, if s shes can only be by the rules set forth within the 
Fourth Amendment, then why are people being forced to com- 
ply with drug testing? Where is it in the Constitution that says 
that people have to give up their rights, just to earn a living? 
If the people have the right under the First Amendment to 
express grievances about constitutional wrongs, then why does 
the Supreme Courts, both state and federal levels, not listen to 
the people? 

If the Supreme Courts fails to uphold the Constitution of the 
United States, can the people ask for their resignations?

In order to share a solution, we first must all share the blame

As the group talked, words 
like “hard” and “soft” targets 
were bandied about, and the 
need for better intelligence 
was cited. 

With the air war going on 
in the Balkans, it would be 
easy to imagine that it was a 
group of politicians or mili- 
tary strategists trying to get 
us out of that mess. 

If it was it would be under- 
standable. 

But it wasn’t 

Instead, it was a school dis- 
trict superintendent talking to 
the Rotary during a prayer 
breakfast. 

And I couldn't help thinking 
“God help us, it’s come to 
this.” 

Dr. Steve Balen, superin- 
tendent in the Granite City 
School District, was talking 
about safety in response to the 
school shootings in Colorado - 
this was before the most 
recent shootings in Georgia. 

He said there needs to be a 
change in perception that 
schools are “soft” targets - 
hard and soft in this case is a 
military term referring to how 
easy it is to either destroy or 
penetrate something, the 
harder the target, the harder 
to hurt it. But to make a 

school completely safe, if such 
a thing is possible, would turn 
it into a prison where nobody 
would be able to learn any- 
thing but fear and paranoia. 

He also talked about the 
need for better internal intelli- 
gence - basically, students

and teachers telling adminis- 
trators when someone is act- 
ing strangely or appears to be 
about to go over the edge, and 
administrators having the 
sense to listen and act. 

He also talked about the 
media’s role in the desensitiz- 
ing of children to violence, the 
availability of weapons and 
instructions in their manufac- 
ture and use, materialism and 
a lack of moral instruction. 

Because of the shootings, 
school safety has become a 
hot topic, with most of the big 
names coming down easily on 
their respective sides and will- 
ing to fight to the death to 
protect their own individual 
sacred cows. 

The left wing blames guns, 
happily forgetting that we are 
already overloaded with laws 
that are not enforced, and the 
political climate makes it 
impossible to have an intelli- 
gent debate on what controls 
are needed.

themselves, and formal 
prayer in school rarely 
accomplished anything, except 
allowing principals to use fear 
of God as another punishment. 

They also seem to forget 
that bomb-making has always 
been fascinating to teenage 
guys - remember Abbie Hoff- 
man’s “Steal This Book” and 
the pipe-bomb and napalm 
recipes inside - but only 
recently did they decide to 
start using them with such 
vigor against fellow students. 

Does it sound like I think 
none of them are right? 

No. 

I think all of them are 
right, but most people seem to 
have fallen into the trap of 
thinking that the problem 
exists in a vacuum, and that 
dealing with their pet issues 
will solve the whole problem. 

We do have an entertain- 
ment industry that displays 
and encourages violence with- 
out meaning or context. We 
have advanced our ability to 
make weapons - both individu- 
ally and as a people - far 
beyond our ability to use them 
wisely. We have a news indus- 
try - both television and print 
- that takes the worst aspects 
of our lives and rubs our 
noses in it to the point you 
cannot help but become jaded 
an cynical. We have access to 
unlimited information, but 
don’t have the will-power, 
sense or decency to use it 
well. Our school system has 
abdicated teaching moral val- 
ues in favor of self-esteem and 
diversity - admirable quali- 


ties, but useless or even 
destructive without a moral 
context. 

Is there a solution? Yes, if 
all sides would decide to fully 
consider the issue and bring 
all their sacred cows to the 
table, something could be 
done. It would take time and 
be painful, but it could hap- 
pen. 

But it won’t happen. 

Americans have always 
worshipped individual liber- 
ties, but the “rugged individu- 
alists” of the pioneer days 
have transformed into selfish, 
petty people more interested 
in their own rice bowl or per- 
sonal agenda than the com- 
mon good. 

So instead of real change, 
we'll get a few legislative 
Band-Aids slapped on, and 
people will feel good about it 
until the next tragedy hap- 
pens. 

Then, when we've become 
so frightened that we can’t see 
straight, we’ll do something 
really stupid, overreact and 
probably shred the Constitu- 
tion in the process. 

My fear is that we are see- 
ing a major change in Ameri- 
can society, and the first baby 
steps to real fascism in this 
country. 

But how do we really solve 
the problem? 

You’d have to ask Solomon, 
because I don’t know. 

In one sense, it was appro- 
priate for Balen to be address- 
ing a prayer group.

Von Nida said the ideal 
size for a precinct is 800 
registered voters. 

“That gives each voter 
five minutes to vote during 
the time the polls are open,” 

he said. ‘‘If there’s more 
than 800 voters, what you 
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Collinsville were well over 
that ideal, Von Nida said. A 
third precinct is being 
carved out from those, but 
each of the three will still 
have around 1,000 voters, he 
said. 

Von Nida prepared a chart 
showing that in two 
Collinsville precincts the 
number of registered voters 
was double the ideal. 

The 10th precinct had 1,684 
voters, and the 13th had 
1,039, A new precinct 21 was 
created, taking 590 voters 
from the 10th, and 146 from 
the 13th. The new precinct 
will have 736 registered 
voters 

A similar split of Jarvis 
precincts 3 and 4 created a 
new Jarvis 6 precinct with 
922 registered voters, and 
taking from Jarvis precincts 
2 and 5 to make Jarvis 7, 
also with 922 registered 
voters. 

The Marine, Pin Oak and 
St. Jacob precincts were 
each divided into two 
compurable precincts each.

Glen Carbon plans new road to Cottonwood

Glen Carbon officials are planning a 
road off Illinois 159 that could improve 
access in the Cottonwood Mall shopping 
area. 

Glen Carbon trustees have had 
discussions with the Illinois Department 
of Transportation regarding construction 
of a short connector east from where 
Kettle River Drive ends at 159. 

The nearly 1,000-foot link likely will go 
between Hawthorne Animal Hospital and 
Cafe Barista into the large parking lot 
that serves the Skate Corral, Kettle River 
Racquet Club, the Cotton Bowl and other 
businesses. 

“It should definitely help that area for 
better development in the future,”’ Glen 
Carbon Mayor Ron Foster said. 

‘The plan evolved from the rerouting 
project for 159, Public Works Director 
‘Tom Sedlacek said. 


A new leg of Illinois 159 will split from 
‘Troy Road at the Kettle River Drive 


intersection northbound into Edwardsville. 


Meanwhile, the three-lane Illinois 159 will 
increase to five lanes southbound from 
the Kettle River Drive intersection. 

Tom Siekmann, IDOT’s engineer of 
local roads and streets, said he has not 
seen official plans for what may be called 
Kettle River Drive East. However, he 
informally has discussed the connector 
with David Brammeier, chairman of the 
village’s Building and Development 
Committee. 

“‘We have full intentions of punching 
that road through for improved 
transportation into the shopping area,’’ 
Brammeier said. 

The road is necessary, he said, because 
IDOT plans to restrict turning access just 
south of Kettle River Drive at Whistle 
Stop Drive. : 

otorists exiting Blockbuster Video 
onto Illinois 159 will have to turn right. 


Also, southbound Illinois 159 motorists will 
not be allowed to turn left onto Whistle 
Stop Drive. ¥ é 

Part of IDOT’s plan includes a stoplight 
at the Kettle River Drive intersection, 
which Brammeier said will provide a 
turning lane for motorists headed 
southbound on 159 who want to enter the 
Cottonwood shopping area. 

“They would make a left turn at that 
entrance rather than at Whistle Stop 
Drive,’ Brammeier said. ‘‘And the left 
turn at the Cotton Bowl (further north on 
Illinois 159) has been a disaster.”” 

He said cost of the road construction 
shouldn’t exceed $200,000 but that other 
expenses such as right-of-way and 
property acquisition may increase the 
cost. 

“We'll either work around the 
Laundromat or go right through it,”’ said 
Brammeier, regarding the Home Town 
Laundry, 385B Whistle Stop Drive, near 
the projected path of the road.

Festival 66 
livens up 
Edwardsville

A Pontiac GTO from

“Griffith-like police car motored 
through Edwardsville as the 
third annual Festival 66 revved 
up Saturday. 

Those were just a few of the 
144 vehicular gems that filled 
Edwardsville with the sounds 
of antique mufflers on the 
event’s opening day. 

Not even the rain kept too 
many people away, because 
Edwardsville City Park was 
jamming by the evening hours 
with musical stylings for 
everyone. 

“The (afternoon) rain was 
not too much of a problem 
because we had many more 
tents than we've had in the 
past,” said Bill Hurteau, chief 
executive officer of the 
Edwardsville/Glen Carbon 
Chamber of Commerce. ‘(The 
crowds) are already picking 
up tonight. 

“This is hometown America, 
and that’s what we're all 
about,” Hurteau said. 

After the antique and muscle 
cars finished their 6 p.m. tour 
from Edwardsville Middle 
School to Steak ’N Shake on 
Troy Road, 17 local artists 
began the evening by 
competing in a talent contest 
and pleasing the growing 
crowd. 

Kristen Williams, 8, of Wood 
River, belted out ‘‘He’s So 
Fine;” Liz Ahrens and Dionne 
Newsome of Edwardsville sang 
a tune from the Disney movie 
“Prince of Egypt;” and Lexi 
Hotz, a senior at Edwardsville 
High School, went highbrow 
with an opera performance. 

Although winners were not 
announced by press time, 
organizer Jan Miller 
complimented the performers 
and the “real positive’ 
audience. 

She said this was the first 
year Madison County has had 
the talent contest, which will 
send its winner to the Illinois 
State Fair in Springfield to 
compete for the title of best 
amateur talent in the state. 
The local winner also will 
claim $250.

Water parks offer variety 


of cool summer fun

As the school year ends and 
hot weather arrives, area 
Water parks are offering a 
somewhat different approach 
to wet summer fun. 

While many municipal and 
private pools are beginning to 
offer more in the way of slides 
and sprays, larger water parks 
still have the advantage. 

In the Metro East, Splash 
City Family Waterpark in 
Collinsville, operated by the 
Collinsville Area Recreation 
District, is entering its first 
full season of operation. 

To the north, Raging Rivers 
Waterpark in Grafton has been 
providing floating fun for a 
decade, as well as a fine view 
of the river on the ride up. 

And at Six Flags St. Louis in 
Eureka, Mo., Hurricane 
Harbor is the newest addition 


to the water park craze. 

Splash City, which without a 
large wave pool is geared 
toward families and smaller 
children, has a 100,000-gallon 
main pool and two slides, a 
177-foot body slide and an 
152-foot tube slide. It also has 
a large interactive play area 
that utilizes water fountains, a 
water bridge, sprayers and 
other attractions. 

The park also has a 
counter-rotational river for 
people wanting a leisurely 
float, a lagoon for 
radio-controlled boats, a tot 
pool and sand volleyball 
courts. 

Splash City provides meeting 
space, a pavilion and a snack 
and gift shop, and offers 
swimming lessons, teen dances 
and a variety of promotions. 

Raging Rivers Waterpark in 
Grafton is the oldest in the 
region, having debuted 10

years ago. It features a wave 
pool, a children’s pool and 
several varieties of water 
slides. 

While there are no ‘‘new” 
attractions at the park this 
year, one of last year’s 
favorite water slides has taken 
on a new twist. The Swirlpool 
has been redesigned as Disco 
Falls. Reaching speeds of up 
to 40 mph, riders go down a 
tube into an enclosed bowl-like 
vortex and then fall into a 
splashdown pool. One of the 
flumes has been spiced up by 
enclosing the entire bowl and 
adding multiple strobe lights 
and disco music. 

“Swirlpool was the main 
attraction for thrill-seekers in 
1998,” said General Manager 
Larry Smith. ‘With Disco 
Falls we've added a bit more 
thrill to our most exciting 
attraction.” : 

Another attraction is the 
park’s location. It is about 13 
miles north of Alton on the 
Great River Road (Illinois 3).
